Descr. Shrub from two to three feet or more in height, the 
ihickeft part of the ftem not exceeding the fize of the little 
linger, covered with a fmooih brown bark, irregularly branched; 
Flowers appearing before the leaves are fully expanded, and 
produced in umbels at the extremities of the branches, from 
eight to twelve or more in an umbel, of a fine yellow colour 
and agreeable fragrance ; each bloffom is about the fize of that 
of the horfe-chefnut, and as fome of them are produced n^uch 
earlier than others, the plant of courfe continues a confiderable 
time in bloom, (landing on fliort peduncles ; Calyx very 
Ihort, vifcous, and irregularly divided, mod commonly into 
five ovato-lanceolate fegments ; Corolla, tube cylindrical, vif- 
cous, grooved, brim divided into five fegments, undulated and 
fomewhat wrinkled, ovate, pointed, three turning upwards, 
two downwards, of the three uppermoft fegments the middle 
one more intenfely yellow, than the others and inclining to 
orange, with which it is fometimes fpotted ; Staunina ufually 
five, yellow, projefting beyond the corolla^ and turning up- 
wards near their extremities ; Antberae orange-coloured ; Pol- 
len whitifh and thready ; Germen fomewhat conical, evidently 
hairy, and fomewhat angular ; Style yellowifli, filiform, pro- 
jefting beyond the ftamina, and turning upwards; Stigma 
forming a round green head.

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The figure and defcription here given Were taken from a plant which 
flowered by means of artificial heat, in the fpring of 1798, at Mr. 
Watson's,' Nurferyman, Iflington, and which had been introduced 
the fame year, by Mr. Anthony Hove, of Warfaw. 

As an hardy ornamental fhrub, it bids fair to prove an acquifition truly 
valuable, its flowers produced in the months of June and July, being 
highly ornamental as well as fragrant. 

\Ve have the beft authority for regarding this plant as the Chama^ 
rhodendros Pontica of TovRiiEFOKTy it agrees with his own fpecimens 
in Sir Joseph Banks's Herbariurti, it accords alfo with his defcrip- 
tion, and figures, more efpecially of thofe flowers which are of their 
natural fize ; nor have we any doubts of its being the Azalea Pontica of 
Prof. Pallas, figured in the Flor, RoJJlcay fince it correfponds generally 
with hi» defcription, though not in all points with his figure, which 
bears evident marks of inaccuracy, the ftigma, for inftance, is repre- 
fented as trifid. 

TotJRNEFORT fouttd this plant on th« eaftern fide of the Black Sea^ 
Mr. Hove on the north fide neai* Oczakow, and elfewhere ; Profeflbr 
Pallas oh M<yont Caucafus. 

As yet there has 'bee'n no opportunity of afcertaining the beft means of 
propagating this new denizen, but there is every reakm to fuppofe that 
^t will fttcoeed with the^treatment beftpwcd on the other AzaleA'^. 

Prof. Pallas relates that the honey of bees frequenting the flowers 
of tliis plant is fuppofed to be narcotic, and that goats, kine, and 
fheep on eirtlng ks leaves have been poifoned thereby. 

By permiflion and with the approbation of Mr. Anthony Hove, 
the following extracts from his journal are here inferted. 

** Jifine 9, 1796, found a few of this fpecies of Azaka on the river 
" Dnieper in fwampy ground, four- feet high, beginning to blowy 
** called here the ftupifylng ftirub, and confidiired by fome as highly 
** efficacious in curing the venereal difcafe. 

** June ^Oy found this fpecies on the river Dniefter, on the eftate oT 
** Count StAfrtsxAUS Sczesny Potocki, about fixteen Engli'fti 
** miles from the town of Mohilow, in peat eatth, from four to 'twenty 
** feet high ; regarded by the common people as intoxicating> «Mi 
** ufed in the cure of various difeafes. 

'* July 4, ne^r Oczakow, found thoufands of thefe plants fully 
^ blown, in a marfii, every fpring-tide overflown by the fea ; found 
** there alfo, a Tartarian farmer, who lived entirely by the profits 
'^* arifing from the honey which the bees extraded from the flbwers 
•* of this plant, fold to Conftantinople and other parts of Turkey for 
** medicinal tifes. 

•* July 15, arrived at Trebizond, found a valley about ten EngiiQi 
'** miles from the fea covered with thcfe plants." 

On cultivation, Mr. Hove relates that he found the Azalea's from 
Trebizond much mbre tender tlian thofe from the borders of the 
Dnieper and the Dniefter, and was therefore inclined to regard theda 
as ftrong varieties if not diltin^l rf>eeics. 

The leaves, when fully expanded, are in fize and figure like thofe 
on the plate, hairy on both fides, and terminating in a^ery tem^rkaWfe 
blunt mucro or point, which has not been noticed either by thofe who 
have defcribed or figured the plant as it deferves, for it appears Uk. 
form a very ftrong charadcr.

The prefent is one of thofe plants which is entitled to our 
admiration, for its curious and lingular ftru£lure» rather than 
for any extraordinary figure it makes in a coUeftion ; not that 
its flowers are without a certain fliare of beauty. 

It h an annual^ growing to about the height of two feet ; 
the whole plant is vifcous, and, if bruifed, fmells fomewhat dif- 
agreeably ; the flowers do not open at any particular time as 
thofe of the Mirabilis do, and each contains only three ftamina ; 
when they fall off, which they do foon after expanding, the 
calyx clofes on the germen, enlarges, droops, and becomes 
deeply plaited ; on the ripening of the feed it turns brown, 
expands, and is fufpended like a little umbrella over the feed, 
which when perfeftly ripe drops out on the ground; the ex- 
panded calyx in this ftate appears fomewhat like the flower of 
a Phyfalis. 

This plant flowers from June to Oftober, and ripens its 
feeds in the open air ; it is not difficult of culture, requires the 
fame treatment as other tender annuals from Peru. 

Our figure was drawn from a plant which flowered 1796, 
in the colleftion of the Marchionefs of Bute, and was raifed 
from Peruvian feeds, fent her by Prof. Ortega of Madrid, 
under the name of Mirabilis triandra s Monf. Cavanille 
has figured and defcribed it as the Mirabilis vifcofa / Monf. 
L'Heritier, from a confideration of all its characters, has 
been induced to make a new genus of it, which be has called 
Oxybaphus.

In the 6th vol* of the Ama^nitates Academide, Lii^nmvs 
defcribes this fpecies of Gnaphalium, moft probably from dried 
fpecimens coUefted at the Cape, where it is a native ; fo in- 
fignificant did the plant appear to him, that in his defcription, 
he calls it mijera^ compared with the more magnificent fpecies, 
fuch a term might not perhaps be itiapplicable : but, though 
fmall, the plant poffefles much beauty when cultivated, and 
hence is generally kept in our green-houfes. 

It flowers from March to Auguft. 

Its branches, naturally weak and trailing, require to be 
carefully tied up ; if this bufinefs be' executed with tafte and 
judgment, the natural beauty of the plant may be confiderably 
heightened. 

It is readily increafed by cuttings.

Though not fo fhewy a plant as many of the genus, we find 
ibis fpecies of Hibijcm in mod colleftions of green-houfe 
plants about London, flowering from June to September. 

Its foliage is Angular, its bloflbms fulphur coloured with a 
tint of orange on the under fide and*without fcent ; if fuffered 
to grow, this flirub will acquire a confiderable height ; it feeds 
freely, by which the plant is readily increafed, and by thefe it 
requires to be renewed once in two or three years.

It will be feen by the fynonyms, that authors have been

It appears to be a point not yet fully determined, whether the^ 
prefent plant exhibits the appearances belonging to it in a ftatc 
of nature, or thofe which are in a certain degree the efFe£l of 
accident, or of art; in, its fruftification it certainly is not fo 
completely barren as the Guilder Rofe, Viburnum OpnltiSy cul- 
tivated in our gardens, fince it ha$ moft of its parts perfeft ; 
yet as none of the authors who have feen it in China or Japan 
(where it is faid not only to be much cultivated but indigenous*} 
defcribe its fruit, we are inclined on that account to regard it, 
in a certain degree, as monftrous. 

It will appear by the fynony.jns, that authors have .entertained 

very different opinions as tpwhat this plant really.is ; Jussieu

Carolin. in which he defcribcs a fecond fpe- 
cies of Hydrangea^ which he calls radiata* having very dif-- 
tinftly, as in the Viburnumy two different kinds of florets in 
the fame Cyma, this variation in the florets is added by him td 
the generic charader : .the fimilarity which exifts between the 
flowers of Mr. Walter's Hydrangea radiata^ and thofe of the 
prefent plant fufficiently juftify t)r. Smith in making it an 
Hydrangea.; the appearances obferved by LouREiRot, on dif- 
feftiog the germen, and our difcovery of the exiftencfe of two 
different kinds of flowers in. the Hydrangea arborefcens^ tend 
ftill more to confirm its propriety ; we may add, that in the very 
habit of thefe feveral plants there exiftsa confiderable fimilarity; 
ftill, however, it is only by ripe feed-veflels of the prefent plant, 
that this doubtful matter can be fatisfaOorily cleared up ; but it 
will not follow, that if it be not an Hydrangea it mufl: be a 
Vihurnt^m. 

This, magnificent and highly ornamental plant, according 
to Pr. Smith,; was introduced from China to the royal 
gjirden-au Kew, by Sir Joseph Banks, Bart, in 1790; it 
was impKDirted by Mr. Slater about the fame time, with whom 
it ii^faid to. have firfl flowered in this country. 
( If rppm >¥pvis ajipwe.d . us, jt would be fuperfluous to de- 
fcribe minutely a plant now fo very common ; fuffice it to/ 
fay, that from a ftrong perennial root, rife a number of half- 
flirubby, irregular, fomewhat fpongy ftalks, ftrongly fpotted 
when young with purple, from one to tliree feet high, termi- 
nated by large bunches of flowers, at firfl: green, then rofe- 
coloured, and finally green a fecond time ; thefe are the moft: 
common changes to which they are liable : but it will fome- 
times happen that a plant which has produced red flowers 
one year, fliall produce blue another, though growing in the 
fame pot ; this we faw happen in the year 1796 to a plant in 
the pofleflion of the Countefs of Upper Ossory, whofe re- 
fined tafte and fuperior judgment have in feveral inltances 
contributed to render our works more acceptable to the

public : ttae coloared cbangeaMe part of the flower is re- 
garded as the calyx, in the centre of which is the corolla^ 
comaimng the ftaoitna. Sec. alt varying greatly in point of 
iiMiaber; befides ibefe^ there are oiner flowers without any 
calyx» hot the parts which tbey contain do itot feem to Imp 
mowe perfca thaii thofe of the others, nor more produ6live 
of fipe fruii. 

Since the introduction of this plant, trials have been noade 
ift regard to its hardine£K» and it is found u> fnrvive mild winters 
if planted io very, warm fheltered ikiiations ; btK in others, 
both ftalks and leaves are liable to be kiUed by flight frofts, 
though the raot& are not ; if perfom are anxious to have it 
in ihe open border, the beft mode will be eo cat down the 
items at the approach of winter, and cover over the root 
with rotten lan, or fome light fubftance ; in the fpring freA* 
ftalks will (hoQl forth, bat it is more coninion to keep thi^ 
plant during winter m a green-boafe or welt fecured frame ; 
by a^tiBciM heat it may be brought to flower in April or 
Md^y without fuch, it begins to bloflbm abotft June, and con- 
tinues in bloom till Odobeff ; when fuccefsfuHy treated, it 
will acquire the height of three feet, and produce bunches 
of flowers fitpremely magnificent: fuch plants in pots' are ad- 
mirably adapted for decorating court-yards, balconies, &c. 
unlefs carefully cut in, it is apt to grow too large for the 
green-houfc,, therefore it is proper to hare a fticcelfion of 
young plants from cuttii>g$, which Ifcrike very freely ; this 
plant loves water,, is indeed almoft an ac^uatic, a ritb foil, and 
plenty of pot room.

Of the genus Illicium there are at prefent only two known 
fpecies, viz. the anijatum dj\d floridanum^ the former a native 
of China and Japan, the latter of Florida ; both of them are 
cultivated in this country, but the latter more generally, on 
account of the fuperior beauty of its flowers, which are of a 
fine deep red colour, and have the appearance of being double, 
though the petals are not preternaturally mmtiplied ; when the 
plant is in bloom the peduncles hang down^ when the petals 
drop they become ereft ; the bloffoms are not diftinguifhed 
by their fragrance, though the feed-veflels, and feeds (which 
do not come to perfcftion with us) are faid to be ftrongly 
odoriferous ; the foliage of this plant is alfo much admired : 
taking it indeed altogether, there are few (hrubs held in higher 
eftimation. 

According to Mn Aiton, this fpecies was introduced by 
John Ellis, Efq. in 1776; but Isaac Walker, Efq. of 
Southgate, was the firft who poflefled it in this country, he 
informs me by letter, that he. received plants of it from Pen- 
facolain 1771, by the hands of Mn John Bradley, and that 
he communicated fome of them to Dr. Fothergill, Dr. Pxt- 
cairn, and Mr. Ellis. It flowers from April to July. 

Cultivators differ widely as to their treatment of this plant, 
fome keeping it in the flove, others in the green-houfe, while 
fome have ventured to plant it in the open ground in warm 
fituations ; it probably is more hardy than we imagine ; all 
agree in propagating it by layers, or by feeds if they can be 
procured. Linn>eus, contrary to his ufual pradice, dif- 
tinguifhes the two fpecies by their colour only, and Th u nberg 
is difpofed to regard them as mere varieties.

This fpecies, a native of the Cape, has been introduced 
fince the publication of the Hort. Kew. and is now to be 
found in moft green-houfe colleftions near town.

The Genijia linifolia is a native of Spain, and was introduced 
to the royal garden at Kew, by Sir Francis Drake, in the 
year 1786.

The bright yellow flowers, which are abundantly produced 
on this plant during May and June, joined to the filky appear- 
ance of its foliage, has rendered it worthy the notice of moft 
lovers of plants, in whofe coUeftions it is now generally 
found. 

It is moft fuccefsfuUy propagated by feeds, which ufually 
ripen in this country ; it may alfo be raifed from cuttings, 
but not readily, agreeing in this refped with leguminous plants 
in general. 

We do not find in Linn^eus's works any figure of this 
plant referred to ; but there is a minute defcription of it in 
his Sp. PL 

It is ufually kept in the greenhoufe ; being a native of 
Spain, it may probably be more hardy than we imagine.

number of its parts of fruftification. 

It is a native of the Canary Iflands, whence its name, was

Authors have given to this plant the name of Scorpion Senna, 
its feed-veflels, from their flender and jointed appearance, bear- 
ing fome refemblance to the tail of a fcorpion. 

It is a native of France and Germany, and a very old in- 
habitant of our gardens, having been cultivated by Gerard 
•in 1596 ; it is of low and flow growth : there is a flirub of it 
in the Apothecaries Garden, Chelfea, which grew there in the 
lime of Miller, and which now is not more than five feet 
high. 

In the nurferies we have obferved two varieties of it, 
one in which the flowers have been tinged with bric^ht red 
inclining to orange and which is by far the mofl common, the 
other with flowers wholly yellow, fcarcely worth cultivating. 

Its bloffoms are produced in May and June, and fome- 
times again in autumn ; neatly trained to a wall or palin^, it 
makes a beautiful appearance when in flower, the fliortnels' of- 
its flioots renders it a very proper objed^ this purpofc.

The old authors, and indeed LiNNiEUs himfelf at firft, re- 
garded this plant as a Trifolium ; afterwards the latter changed 
it to P/oralea, and minutely defcribed it in his Mantijfa. 

As a green-houfe plant, this fmall and delicate fpecies has 
long been cultivated*, and (till continues to hold a place in 
all colleftions of note. 

Its inflorence to us has more the appearance of a capi- 
iulum than a /pike, and which when the plant is in full 
bloom, is by no means ovate, but rather hemifpherical ; 
the purple colour of the vexillum, contrafted with the white 
of the alae, gives to the flowers a very pleafing parti- coloured 
appearance.

The Mefemhryanihemum micans^ fo called from the glittering 
particles which are confpicuous on its ftalks and leaves, is a 
ipecies which has long been introduced to our gardens (having 
been cultivated by Prof, Bradley in 1716) for the beauty of 
its flowers, which in richnefs of colour are indeed furpafled 
by few ; they are produced in the months of July and Auguft,

The name of Dillenia was given by Linnaeus to this genus 
of plants, in honour of John James Dillenius, Profefforof 
Botany at Oxford, and the celebrated author of the Hifi.

Until the publication of the firft volume of the Linnean Tran- 
faiiionsy only one fpecies of Dillenia was generally known ; in 
that work Prof. Thunberg minutely defcribes five others, 
three of which are there figured ; all thefe,- and one more de- 
fcribed by Dr. Roxburgh in his work on the Coromandel 
plants, are inferted by Prof. Martyn in his new and highly 
improved edition of Miller's Diilionary.

Profeffors Jacquin and Thunberg have both defcribed 
this rare bulbous plant, a native of the Cape, and newly intro- 
duced to this country from Holland among a great variety 
of others : it feems highly probable that the defcriptions of 
both thefe authors were taken from dried fpecimens, fince they 
accord fo little with the living plant* as it flowers with us. 

At firft fight, one would be led to regard this plant as an 
Antbolyza rather than a Gladiolus^ its flowers bearing a great af- 
finity to thofeof the Antbolyza Meriana, which differs widely 
from thofe of the Gladiolus communis : Prof. Thunberg having 
thought fit to make a Gladiolus of that plant, he could do no 
lefs than regard this as a Gladiolus bI^o ; we regret that the in- 
finite variety to which all the produ&ions of nature are fub- 
jeft fliould give occafion to verfatile minds perpetually to 
alter genera, often without due confideration. This fpecies 
flowers in February and March, requires the fame treatment 
as other Cape bulbs, and is propagated in the fame manner.

" This vegetable is certainly one of the moft beautiful pro- 
" duftions of America. It is but a weakly plant at firft, and 
" fupports itfelf for a time by the help of fome neighbouring

** length acquires a pretty moderate ftem, which divides into a 
** thoufand weakly declining branches, well fupplied with 
" beautiful rofy bloffoms on all fides that give it a moft 
" pleafing appearance in the feafon. 

" k is chiefly found in cool, moift, and fliady places, and 
**. grows generally to the height of ten or fourteen feet; but

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Our figure was drawn from a very fine healthy plant which 
flowered in the collection of Lady Downe, at her villa of

Such as are attached to the fmaller alpine plants, -will re- 
gard this fpecies of Cardamine as worthy a place in their col- 
leflions; one would fcarcely have expefted to find it in 
Parkinson's P^rj^. yet there it is defcribed, and the fol- 
lowing account given of its introduction : " It was fent me by 
** my efpecial good friend John Tradescante^ who brought 
** it among other dainty plants from beyond the feas/ and im- 
** parted thereof a root to me/' 

This fpecies is perennial, hardy, and of very humble 
growth ; the leaves grow thickly together, forming a kind of 
tuft; the flowering ftems rarely rife above the height of fix 
inches, and produce on their fummits numerous flowers, 
waved on their edges ; all thofe which we have had an oppor- 
tunity of feeing have been perfeftly white, Parkinson and

*^ beauty on the firft of March, which was th6 late queen's 
V birth-day^ Mr. Fairchild told me the roots were brought

" which is ftill continued to it by the Englifli gardeners. It 
" flowers conftantly in the fpring, when it is placed in a very 
, ** warm ftove. It is in beauty in February, and tbC)fe which 
** are in a moderate temperature of air will flower in March 
** or April. 

" Not being fo hardy as fome others, it muft be placed in 
** a warm ftove, and if the pots are plunged into a hot-bed of 
** tanner's baric, the roots will thrive better, and the flowers 
** will be ftrong.

The Canna indica^ a native of both the Indies, is a plant 
greatly admired for the beauty of its foliage and flowers, and 
on that account generally cultivated ; it has been called by 
fome Indian Shot^ from the roundnefs and hardnefs of its 
feeds. 

We find it to have exifted in our gardens in the time of 
Gerard, 1596. Parkinson was acquainted with that va- 
riety of it which has yellow fpotted flowers: Prof. Martyn, 
in his edition of Miller s Di£f. has quoted the chief of what 
thefe authors fay of it, which as a matter of curiofity we fliall 
here tranfcribe : *• Gerard informs us, that in his time it 
•* was in the garden at Padua, that he had planted it in his 
^* garden divers times, but it never came to flowering ; and 
** that it muft be fet or fown in a pot, with fine e^rth, or in 
•* a bed made of horfe-dung, in fuch manner as Cucumbers 
** and Mufk-Melons are: Parkinson fays, in fome kindly 
** years this beautiful plant has borne its brave flowers, but 
** never, any ripe feed, and that it will not abide the extremi- 
** ties of our winters, unlefs it meet with a ftove, or hot-houfe, 
** fuch as are ufed in Germany; for neither houfe nor cellar 
** will preferve it : Clusius faw it flowering by houfe-fides 
•* in Spain and Portugal, and fays, that the inhabitants there 
^* ufc thp feeds for making their rofaries.'*

Though the flowers of this Aloe havQ little to recommend 
them, there is much to admire in the form and ftrufture of 
its leaves ; and this pleafing circumflance attends it, it is per- 
feflly diftinQ: froni all the other fpecies : when firft introduced, 
it was no doubt an objeft of great admiration; Fairchild, 
the celebrated Gardener of Hoxton, who preceded Miller, 
had it engraved, with feveral other fucculents, on ^ plate 
which is prefixed to Dr. Blair's Botanic EJfaySy and which he 
infcribed to the DoSor, betwixt whom and Mr. Fairchild 
there appears to have fubfifted a great degree of intimacy : 
the Effays were printed in 1720. 

This fpecies is a native qf the Cape, and flowers in June, 
but not regularly fo, increafe^ very faft by offsets i Mr. Aitom 
makes it as he does^ all the 4loes indifcriminately, Dry Stove

It was in the green-houfe of Mr. Whitley, Nurferyman 
at Old Brompton, that we firft faw this plant in flower, on 
the 25th of March 1799; previous to this period it had 
flowered in the Royal Garden at Kew, and fpecimens of it 
had been depofited in the Herbarium of Sir Joseph Banks, 
under the name of Diofmaferratifolia. 

It forms a neat pretty fhrub, which is rendered more de- 
firable by its early flowering; its bloflbms are pure white, 
fet off by Antherae of a lively purple colour; the whole plant 
has a ftrong fcent very like that of Pennyroyal, but more 
powerful. 

This Ihrub is one of the many which have been raifed 
ivithin thefe few years from Botany-Bay feeds, is a green- 
houfe plant, of eafy culture, blows freely, and is readily ii>- 
creafed by cuttings. 

Descr* Twigs fomewhat angular, reddifli purple ; Leaves 
oppofite, narrow, on very fliort footftalks, fpreading, flightly 
truncated at the extremity, finely toothed, a tranfparcnt gland 
in the angle of each tooth, befet on both fides with numerous 
glands, which projeft and give to the upper furface a manifefl: 
roughnefs j Flowers from the alae of the leaves, oppofite, on 

peduncles 
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t>^duncles about one-third of ah inch long, ufually fupporting 
one, fometimes two flowers ; Calyx compofed of five leaves, 
which are tinged with red and permanent ; Corolla five petals, 
white, ovato-lanceplate ; Stamina filame^jts five, white, hairy, 
at firft upright, afterwards bending back betwixt the petals ^ 
Antherae before they open purple ; Pollen yellow ; Neftariei 
of two kinds, five white, fpringing up between each filament, 
and which may perhaps be confidered as fo many imperfeft^ 
ftamina, they are broader, much fmoother, and about one- 
third of the length of the filaments, terminating in atranfparent 
gland inftead of an anthera ; five green, forming a kind of 
calyx to the germen, from the top of which they fpring, they 
confift of five roundifli, flefhy, fpreading, green leaves, edged 
with hairs ; befides thefe, there is a glandular ring at the bafe 
of the germen ; Style white, tapering, very hairy ; Stigma 
fimple ; Flowers ufually dropping off without ripening their 
feeds*

LiNNiEus originally made this plant a variety of his Aloe 
dijlicha, the leaves in their mode of growth are indeed truly 
diftichous, few plants afford a better example of fuch, but they 
differ materially from thofe of the real dijiicha both in form 
and colour: Mr. Miller, with great propriety, made <( 
diftinft fpecies of it, by the name of plicatilis, or Fan Aloe, 
which Mr. Aiton has continued; and by the name of Fan 
Aloe it is very generally known : we may remark, however^ 
that though this term may be juftiiied by the form into which 
the leaves expand, the folium plicatile of Linn^us is a very 
different kind of a leaf. 

Both the foliage and flowers of this plant are very handfome^ 
in the courfe of many years it grows to a great fize ; in the 
Chelfea Garden there are fome fine plants of it, which grew 
therein the time of Miller, by, whom it was cqltivated in 1731.

It will be feen, on confulting the fynonyms, that this native 
of the Cape, though introduced to the Kew Garden by Mr. 
Masson in 1774, was long before known to a confiderable 
number of Botanifts, and it is curious to fee the different 
opinions which they entertained of it ; we abide by that of 
Mr. AiTON, who has called it Arijiea^ from the bearded ap- 
pearance, we apprehend, of the Spathae. 

It is a fmall fibrous-rooted plant, rarely exceeding when 
in bloom the height of fix or eight inches, and would be too 
infignificant for a green-houfe colleftion, were net its flowers 
of a very brilliant blue colour ; indeed Miller, who appears 
evidently to have cultivated it, fays, the flowers make little 
appearance, and fo the plant is only kept for the fake of va- 
riety.

Mr. 
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Mr. Ai TON tells us, that it flowers from April to June, 
yet Mr. Andrews, intent on giving to Meflrs. Lee and 
Kennedy the credit of flowering it firft, difregards this in- 
formation, and is pleafed to conjeSure that the plant never 
flowered at Kew, becaufe Mr. Aiton, as he alleges, has not 
given to it any fpecific charafler ; not aware that, as a new 
genus, its parts of friiftification are defcribed at the end of the 
Hort. Kew. and that no fpecific charafter is ever given to a 
plant, where there is only one of a genus, and that for the 
moft obvious reafon. 

The Arijiea is a plant eafily propagated by parting its roots, 
as well as by feeds, will fucceed in a fmall pot, and though a 
grcen-houfe plant, will not be hurt by the moderate heat of 
the ftove, but flower the better for it. 

The bloflbms do not expand fully unlefs the fun ftiines hot 
on them.

The Convolvulus Cneorum is a native of Spain and the Le- 
vant, was cultivated in the Botanic Garden at Chelfea in 1739, 
and flowers from May to September.

In fize, habit, &c. this fpecies has fome affinity to the 
Convolvulis linearis^ figured pi. 289, but differs from it, and other 
fpecies ufiially cultivated with us, in the filky appearance of 
its foliage, which it is not in the artift's power to imitate, and 
for the beauty of which, more than that of its flowers, it is very 
generally kept in colleftions of green-houfe plants ; its blof- 
foms are nearly white and rarely or never produftive of feeds 
in this country, hence it is increafed by cuttings.

The plant whofe elegant form is here fo happily delineated 
by the mafterly pencil of Mr. Edwards, according to Dr. 
Ortega, is an inhabitant of Mexico, wherq its feeds ori- 
ginally were coUefted by Dr. Martin Sesse, and fent to the 
royal garden at Madrid, in which the plant produced flowers 
and feeds in abundance ; from thence feeds were obtained by 
the Marchionefs of Bute, about the year 1786, who moft 
kindly communicated them to different perfons in the neigh- 
bourhood of London, and among others to my moft generous 
benefaftor, James Vere, Efq. in whofe colleQion at his 
villa, Kenfington-Gore, by the careful management of his 
Gardener, William Anderson, it was firft brought to 
flower in this country, anno 1797. 

Monf. Cavanille, who refides at Madrid, where he feizes 
cvcvy opportunity of publifliing whatever new plants appear 
there, has figured and defcribed the prefent one, under the 
name of l//ieria, not aware that Wildenou had prcvioufly 

beftowed 
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beftowed that name on a different plant ; for this and other 
reafons*, Dr. Ortega, in a new work of his above referred 
to, has changed the term Ufieria to that of MauranJya ; 
and, though we cannot cordially coincide with the Doftor in 
the propriety either of his generic or trivial name, we have 
adopted them. 

This climber rifes with a flirubby ftalk to the height of 
many feet, is very prolific in branches, and produces flowers 
abundantly from July to September, which are fucceeded by 
ripe feed-veffels and feeds. — As the plant is eaGly propagated 
by cuttings, as well as by feeds, it will foon become common 
to our greenhoufes, though it is rather better fuited to the 
confer\'atory ; if its bloflbms, which have a great affinity to 
thofe of the Foxglove, had more colour in them, the plant 
would be more deCrable : at fome future period fuch may 
probably be obtained from feeds.

The Yellow Jafmine is often planted againft walls, pales^ 
&c. as the branches are weak and flender and it will grow 
to be ten or twelve feet high if thus fupported ; it may how- 
ever be planted in fhrubbery quarters, to which it is better 
fuited than the White Jafmine. The young fhoots are of a 
fine ftrong green colour, angular, and a little hairy^ The 
leaves are trifoliate, though fometimes they grow fingly. They 
are placed alternately on the branches, are of a thick con- 
fluence, fmooth, and of a fine deep green colour. Thefe 
leaves in well-lhekered places remain until the fpring before 
they fall off, fo that this plant may not improperly be planted 
among the Evergreens, efpecfally as the young ftioots are al- 
ways of a ftrong green. The flowers are yellow, and do not 
poffefs the fragrance of the common Jafmine. They are pro- 
duced chiefly in June, and the blow is foon over. They are

its name of Berry-bearing Jafminc. Although this fhrub 
poffeffes a certain ftifFnefs, wnicb gives it fomewhat the ap- 
pearance of an artificial flower, yet the fine yellow colour of 
its bloffoms contrafts fo well with the rich green of the foliage, 
that in the flower-pot or bouquet it never fails to have a 
confpicuous and pleafing effeft.

The Pellitory of Spain is more celebrated as an ufeful than 
an ornamental plant, the root which is of a very hot and 
biting nature being a common application for the cure of the 
tooth-ach ; but, diverted of its utility. as a medicinal plant, 
it merits a place in colleftions on account of the beauty 
both of its foliage and flowers, the latter are more hand- 
fome when in bud than when fully expanded, the under- 
fide of the florets being of a fine purple colour, the upper 
pure white ; it is moreover a very rare plant in this 
country, notwithftanding it was cultivated here fo long fince 
as 1570: Parkinson evidently grew it, as he obferves that 
the roots of the cultivated plant, were much larger than thofe 
of the wild one ; he tells us alfo, that it was too tender to 
endure our winters': to the latter caufe, as well as to the 
difliculty of propagating it, for it does not ripen its feeds in 
this country, we may attribute its prefent fcarcity : Mr. 
Miller raifed this plant in 1732, in a very curious way, 
from feeds picked out from among raifins.

Of this parafitical tribe the number of fpecies defcribed in 
Ihe third edition of the Sp. PL Linn. 1764, amounts to thirty; 
in Gmelin's thirteenth edition of the Syjl. Nat. Linn. 1791, 
ho lefs than feventy-five are enumerated, which is a vaft ac- 
fceffion in fo fliort a period ; moft of thefe are natives of hot 
climates^ alnd on that account require a ftove heat in this 
country ; from their nature alfo they require a fituation not 
to be exaftly imitated, they are therefore to be regarded as 
J)lants very difficult of culture, and Ve are not to be furprifed 
that three fpecies only are enumerated in the Hort. Kew.-^^ 
but, lince the publication of that work, many others have been 
added to the royal colleftion, and this among the reft. 

The rare and fingular fpecies here reprefented, a native of 
the warmer parts of America, and the Weft-Indies^ flowered 
with Mn Whitley, Nurferyman, Old-Brompton, in Feb. 
1799, and at irregular periods before thattinrte; he informs 
me that it is not conftant as to the time of its blowing, and 
that though the plant flowers with him, it never aflumes a fine I 
healthy green appearance, he propagates it by dividing its V 
limbs or branches, which often put forth fmall roots; the |J 
plant grows in a pot, in a mixture of loam and peat or bog-,'| 
earth, and is kept conftantly plunged in the tan-pit of the. fi

In a former Number of this Work, we gave a figure of the 
large variety of Sifyrinch. Bermud. of Linn, regarding it as 
a diftinft fpecies, and naming it iridioides^ conformably to 
DiLLENius's fpecific defcription ; we regret now that we did 
not continue to it the name of Bermudiana (it being the true 
Bermudas plant) and which cannot with propriety be applied 
to the prefent fpecies, a native of Virginia, far more diminu- 
tive, with flowers much fmaller, of a paler blue colour, a 
much hardier plant alfo, and of more ready growth ; it is in- 
deed a truly hardy perennial, adapted to the open border, in 
which it will grow, readily, and produce abundance of flo\yer- 
ing ftems in June and July ; the flowers expand to the fmff, 
and are followed by numerous feed-veflels which ripen their 
feeds, by which the plant may be increafed, or by parting, its 
roots in the autumn. Its ftalk affords an excellent example 
of the caulisanceps. We readily embrace the opportunity here 
afforded us of correfting an error in regard to the hardinefs of 
the Sifyrinch. iridioides^ which we were led into partly by Mil- 
ler's account, and partly from obferving the plant to furvive a 
mild winter in the open ground ; we have fince found that it is a 
tender plant, and to be ranked with thofe of the greenhdufe ; 
an additional proof of its being a diflinft fpecies from the one 
here figured, which has long* been cultivated in our gardens*

This fmall, delicate, and rather elegant fpecies of Indigo, 
to be found in moft colleftions of greenhoufe plants near 
town, rifes with an upright, flirubby Item, to the height of 
feveral feet; its leaves, of ^ lively green colour, are furniflied . 
with pinnae, which are numerous and unufually narrow, whence 
its name ; its flowfers, produced on long racemi fpringing from 
the fides of the ftem or branches, are of a Angular dull red 
colour, and rarely followed by feeds with us. 

It is a native of the Cape*, from whence it was introduced 
by Mr. Masson, in 1774; flowers from June to Oftober^ 
and is ufuall/ increafed by cuttings. 

There is a defcription of this fpecies in the Mantijf. PI. 
Linn, but we know of no figure of it that h^s yet beeq 
publilbed.

The learned and inftruftive K^empfer in his Aman. Exot. 
that vaft fund of moft ufeful information, gives a figure of this 
plant, in which it is reprefented both with flowers and feed- 
veffels, accompanied with a defcription and fhort account of 
it ; from which we learn that it is cultivated in Japan as an 
ornamental plant, that the flowers are produced in February, 
before the leaves, that they have the fcent of the violet, but 
become unpleafant on being long fmelt to. 

Hearing that Lord Coventry was the firft who pofTefled 
this plant in England, I took the liberty of writing to his Lord- 
fliip in January 1799, to requeft fome information on this 
point, as well as fome others relative to its culture, &c. On 
the 13th of the fame month, his Lordfhip had the goodnefs 
to fend me a beautiful fpecimen of the plant in bloom, a 
feedling plant one year old, together with a feed-veflel of the 
year 1798, and fome feeds ; in the Earl's letter is the follow* 
ing paffage : — ^** the beauty of the Calycanthus precox at this 
" moment furpafles all defcription, it is covered with bloflbms 
^' from top to bottom, and the fragrance of it may be per- 
•* ceived at the diftance of fifty yards from the confervatory." 
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By his Lordfhip's diredion, I received at the fame time 
from his Gardener, Mr. William Dean, the following in- 
formation, in anfwer to my queries : — ^ My Lord received the 
plant from China in 1766 : — it was planted in a confervatory, 
is now fixteen feet high, and expands ten feet wide : — bears 
a fucceffion of flowers from September to March : — the time 
of its firft blowing I cannot precifely afcertain, but believe it 
to be nearly twenty years back : — it is propagated by layers, 
cuttings, and feeds, the latter it produces mod years at 
Croome, but I believe at no other place in England :— there 
arc plants of it at Croome fix feet high, in a warm fituation 
in the open border, which have flood out feveral years by 
being covered with a fingle mat in fevere weather/' 

Not expefting to receive a plant from Lord Coventry in 
bloom, our drawing was made from one which flowered with 
Mr. Whitley, Nurferyman, Old-Brompton, December 2;j, 
1798, and which came originally from Croome, his Lordfhip 
having prefented mofl of the Nurferymen about town with 
plants of it ; the bloffoms of that from Croome were fome- 
what larger than thofe here reprefeftted, and the petals were 
lefs flriped, indeed almofl wholly tinged with purple, the 
leaves alfo proceeded more from the fummit of the flalks and 
were of a much greener hue, owing no doubt to its being 
kept in the confervatory, while Mr. Whitley's plant was 
tacked to the outfide of the bottom of the greenhoufe. 

In the number of its flamina, which is rarely more 
than five, it does not accord with the charaQer of the clafs 
icofandria, nor do the feeds agree with the generic charafter 
as defcribed by LiNNitys,

This elegz^nt fpecies of Dracacepbalum, a native of Virginia| 
and other parts of North-America, is a hardy herbaceous 
plant, rifing to the height of about two feet, and producing 
numerous flowers in long fpikes, ufually arranged on eaclj 
fide of the ftalk. 

It comes near to the denticulatum already figured, but difr 
fcrs in its fuperior height, the form of its leaves, the number 
of its flowers, and many other particulars. 

It flowers from July to September, and with me has gene-? 
rally ripened much of its feed, from which it may be eafily 
raifed, as alfo by parting of its roots in fpring or autumn ; it 
fucceeds bed in a moid fituation, and its flalks require to be 
carefully and timely flicked.

Of this genus we have already figured fix different fpecies ; 
this is another newly difcovered one, whichj like nioft of its 
kind, difplays its beauties chiefly in the nighti It is the only 
one, as far as we yet know, that has white bloflbms ; thefe, 
when firft expanded, are beautifully fo, but in the morning they 
change to a purple colour, fade, and their place is fupplied by 
a frelh fucceffion. In this remarkable change of colour, it 
bears fome affinity to the CEnothera anomala^ which may bd 
Confidered as flrengthening our opinion that the latter plant 
belongs to this genus rather than to that, of Gaura. The 
CEnothera tetraptera is a native of Mexico, its duration as 
yet not certainly afcertained, but may be treated as a tender' 
annual ; and fuch plants as do not flower the firfl year, may 
be preferved under glafTes through the winter. It was raifed 
from feeds fent by Mr. Donn, from Cambridge ; but was pro-^ 
bably firft introduced into this country from feeds fent to the 
Marchionefs of Bute, by Prof. Ortega, of Madrid*
